Henry Ward Beechor,
In announcing at (ts clese that it was the night for
the annual meeting of the members, Mr. Beecher
Wok occasion to speak of the Pmﬁperonn condition of
Plymonth Church and that that night “found both
péople and pastor on A higher spiritual plane.”

He belleved that
when the facts were thoroughly known Mr. Beecher
would be justified by the public- In his action. Con-
sidering the limited information he had recelved,
and algo his want of knowledgoe in cortain matters in
connection with this aflalr, he was Inolined to think
that Mr, Beechier had peted *as he might hayve been
expected to act under circumstdnces 1hat required a
charitable and moereifml consideration.

Mr. Deccher again rose and sald that he was able
1o stand up for himself if there Was any osoasion
for him to come out and declare himsel{ more than
he had already done. Symptoms of impaticnce
began to develop themselves on the part of the
auaience, amid which the announceinent was
mitde that the annual bosiness moeting wonld take
pisce at the conclusion of the gervive, The henedic-
tion was then pronounced, and all those who were
not metmbers retired.—N, Y. Herald, today.

SUICIDE.

Determined Attempt at Self-Destraction In
Cinclnnatl- Women and Wine—-A Warnlng te
Young Men,

The Cinclomati Timer of the #th polnte a
moral and adorns a tale in this wise:—

We bave been made acquainted with the par-
ticulars of one of the most desperate attempts
nt eclf<destruetion, whieh took place a few
evenings since, that it has ever been our sl
duty to record—the would-be vietim being a
very prominent young lawyer of this city, and
a member of one of our most respectable
fumilies.

For some time the unfortunate fellow hos
been addicted to excessive drinking, causing
him to 8o neglect his business that a short thne
since his partners dissolved connectlon with
him. Thig actlon on the part of those with
whom he has been so closely identified had o
marked effect upon him, making him exiremoly
melancholy, which he endeavored to drown by
a still greater usc of whisky. To such un ex-
tent did he carry hig indalgence that he became
temporarily Ingane, during which time he went
into a drug store, and bought a six-ounce bottle of
laudanum, after which he repaired to the store
of a friend on Vine street.

Several of bis acquaintances happened to be
in tire store at the time, and they all noticed the
rhastly shade of their friend’s face, and asked
him what on enrth was the matter? With con-
sideranble composure he went on and told them
how he had gradually given way to the use of
whisky until now he wis nothing but the shadow
of himself either in person or name, that he had
carcfully counted the cost, and he lelt sure that
death was, at hours and times, rlnel-:l'ulrlu to
living a8 he had been living, and he had de-
termined on ending his life and troubles at the
same time, and secking for a bhapplier fate in
lands beyond the *'dark valley.”
ilis friends tried to laugh him out of snch
folly, but all in vain, and he quickly shook hands
with those present, and bid them. us he said, an
eternal farewell.

While still standing and conversing with

them, a8 quick as thought he pulled out the

bottle of laudanum, and before he could be
frustrated in his designs, he drank almost its
entire contents. IHis iriends for the moment
were almost horritied, but goon one of them has-
tened off for the help of a physician, while the
others took the unfortunate iellow to a lounge
in the rear of the store, on which they gently
lnid him, as they all supposed, to breathe his
lugt. The poor suftercr told them that it was
useless to save him; that he would not take any=
thing from the physician; that there was o lettor

in his pocket that wonld explain all, and in a

few moments afterwards fell into a state of un-

conscionsness.

The doctor soon arrived and went to work

with o No. 1 stomach pump, which soon re-

moved all the poison, and In a few hours the
would-be victim wae comparatively out of
dupger. As Old Frederiek of Prossin once said,

A man named John Weismer was presented
before the Clty Court, yesterday, for abuse of
family. The case, as developed Jh)' the evidence,
18 0 most nggravating one, and one in which the
man and womamsare equally blamable. It ap-
pears that they have not been living together
for u long time, and that the husband bas been
in the babit of going to the honee of the wife at
the peaceful hours of the night, bursting open
the doors, and sometimes throwing rocks into
the windows, to the great terror of her and her
Httle daughter,

The famlly ‘before the war was in good elr-
cumstances, he an industrions and hardworking
man, and she & loving and dutifal wife. But
when the war broke out he was enrriod nway by
the general exeitement and joloed the army.
He was away for years together, fighting under
the banner of the North, and she scldom re-
ceived any news from him or of his wherea
bouts. During one of thege long absences she
berdme short of means, and was driven anlmost
to beggary. Notling but absolute starvation
geemed to be the fute of her and ber ohild, In
ono of these days of destitution and distress, o
tempter worde than the famine camo, and she
fell,  He enticed her away, and leaving her only
child in the fanily of a weighbor, she went with
him to some town up in Minnesotu, whore they
lived together over a year, when lhe left hor,
alone, friendless, and fallen from bonor and vir-
tue, in a sirange country.

The war closed and the husband returned.  In
place of finding his once happy home, with wife
and daughter ready to greet him, bhe found
nothing. Iis little coltage was built np o story
higher, and strangers, who nover heard of him.
lived in it. Even his child could not be fonud,
and the neighbors could only tell him the dizs-
graceful story of his wife's disappearance. The
effect ol this sudden and shocking Intellizence
upon the mind and character of Welsmer may
be Imagined, He was ne more the steady, hindos-
trious man of n few years but quickly
squandered his pay in drink,

The wife managed to get back to the eity, and,
procuring her danghter, who was then ahout
eleven years of age. rented a room in a dilupi-
dated old house thit stands in the alley between
Second and Third and Market and Jefierson
streets. Here lier husband happencd to tind
her out, but not, it is said, before she bad com-
menced 1o lead a disreputable life. Of course
there could be no reconciliation, and the hus-
hand procured a divorce. Already debased and
debanched, he was nop satisfied with a separa-
tion, but beecame intent on seeking revenge.
He would carouse at the bar-rooms till after
midnight, and then go to the house of his for
mer wife and burst in the doors, or, failing in
this, throw brickbats in the windows, nnd in-
dulge in other actz of violeace till frightened
away by the approach of (he {m]]. T

Early yesterday moraing, about 2 o'clock, he
went thére, and bursting in the door, pulled the
woman ont of her bed and beat her tereibly with
the heel of an old boot, after which he threw
her down on the floor and stamped her 80 that
it I8 feared she has recoved Lm‘nrtl bruises
which will prove futal. Blie was eut severely in
several places on the head.  The ehild serenmed
for help, and waked up the whole neighborhood.
Officers Blater and Meaghor arrested the mon
and put him in jail. The oficers say the woman
was one elot of blood from her head to Her
waist, Bhe was not able ta be in court vester-
day morning, and the man was held to answer
for an nssault and battery on the testimony of
the oflicers, IHisg ghirt was all bloody when he
wie brought Into court.—Lowiseille Journal.
